Put college money on 
your holiday wish list 


If you are already 
thinking about your 
holiday wish list, con- 
sider this for an idea: a 
contribution to a 529 
college savings plan. 

A 529 gift can pay 
off big for college 
students, whether 
they are attending 
school this year or a 
decade from now And 
thanks to new tools, 
it’s becoming easier to 

make such gifts. 

“In the early days, you always needed the 
account number in order to make a gift,” said 
Mary Morris, chair of the College Savings 
Foundation, a nonprofit that works to build 
public awareness about 529 plans, and chief 
executive of the Virginia529 College Savings 
Plan. 

But now it can be done electronically, “no 
account number required,” she said. 

Worried that your loved ones will be upset 
about not giving the usual sweater or trendy 
toy? Don’t be. 

A 2014 study by Fidelity Investments 
found that 90 percent of grandparents said 
they would likely contribute to a grandchild’s 
college savings fund in lieu of other gifts if 
asked. 

“With people funding all sorts of things 
through crowdsourcing, asking friends and 
family to contribute to a 529 plan has become 
more acceptable,” Morris said. 

So how do you make it easy for loved ones 
to contribute? Read on. 

Create a website. In the past, you gener- 
ally had two options. Tbu could ask for a 
check and deposit the money into a 529 plan 
yourself, or send your account information 
to friends and family The first required gift 
givers to trust that the money would be 
put toward college savings, and the second 
required you to share personal information. 

As a solution, some 529 sponsors have 


been rolling out gift registries and other 
online tools with minimum contribution 
amounts as low as $25. 

Starting last year. Fidelity Investments, for 
example, introduced the option for 529 ac- 
count holders to create a personal Web page 
through which gifts are made electronically 

The website is customizable. You can 
include a picture and details, like what the 
prospective student wants to study in school. 

A link to the site can then be shared by 
email, party e-vite or social media. When 
gifts are made, funds are taken electronically 
from the giver’s bank account and deposited 
into the 529 plan. 

There are no fees, and contributions have 
been substantial, averaging just over $450, 
according to Keith Bernhardt, vice president 
of college planning at Fidelity 

If you don’t have a Fidelity account, you 
can create a website through third-party 
provider GiftedPath. The company works 
with select 529 plans to deposit funds directly 
into accounts. If you don’t have a participat- 
ing plan, the site will send contributions 
electronically to you. 

It’s free to sign up and create a website, but 
gift givers are charged a small fee when mak- 
ing a contribution. 

Send a gift code. Other 529 plans may re- 
quire you to provide friends and family with a 
gift code so that the money is deposited into 
the correct account. 

In other cases, gift givers may stiU have to 
print out a coupon and mail a check to the 
529 plan sponsor. An account number is not 
always necessary but they will need to know 
the beneficiary’s name and date of birth. 

Sharing at least that information may be 
worth it, though. 

“If you can get friends and family to put 
money in, even small amounts over time will 
make a big difference,” Morris said.

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How to thank a veteran

V eterans Day is a day to celebrate and thank U.S. military veterans for their 
service to our country While civilians may want to show their gratitude 
and appreciation for these brave men and women, many aren’t sure how or 
what’s appropriate. Six Chicago veterans, representing three of the five armed 
service branches of the U.S. Armed Forces, weighed in on what they do and don’t 
appreciate when it comes to being thanked for their service. 


PAYING FOR 
MEALS OR DRINKS 

When it comes to food and drinks, is it OK to 
pay for a veteran’s meal or buy them a cup of 
coffee? Is there a more appropriate time to do 
it, and should you do it anonymously? From 
the veterans I talked to, many appreciate the 
kind gesture but don’t feel it’s expected. 

“It feels weird if someone comes up and asks 
to buy my meal or coffee. There was no draft. I 


chose to serve, so I don’t feel someone should 
buy me lunch because I made that decision,” 
said Eric Potter, a 32-year-old Army veteran 
now in the reserves. “If they did it anonymous- 
ly then yes. I’d accept it, but if they ask me 
ahead of time, I would probably decline their 
offer even though it’s greatly appreciated.” 

“I think every veteran reacts differently 
While some like to have dinner or coffee paid 
for, others— myself included— felt honored 


just to serve,” 33-year-old Army veteran Mar- 
iceli Serrano said in an email. “While I won’t 
push away the paid for coffee, (because that 
would be rude) I don’t feel that anyone owes 
me anything.” 

“If someone wants to pay for your drink 
or meal and are doing it out of genuine grati- 
tude, I don’t see a problem with it,” said Dusty 
Schmit, a 36 -year-old Army veteran. “The 
best time to do it would probably be after the 
person orders their food or drink.” 

SAYING ^THANK YOU 
FOR YOUR SERVICE’ 

If you see a veteran, is it OK to simply say 
“Thank you for your service”? While some 
feel that the phrase has become somewhat of 
an empty gesture, many think it’s a more-than- 
appropriate way to show your gratitude. 

“The feeling I get is that some people are 


very thankful and try too hard to express 
this,” 46 -year-old Army veteran Jose Vega 
said. “Most should stop at, ‘Thank you for 
your service.’ This small gesture sincerely 
means a lot and is very nonintrusive in regard 
to the subject of war, which is reserved for 
those who have shared the same experiences.” 

‘A pet peeve of mine is people thanking 
veterans for their service on Memorial Day” 
Schmit said. “Veteran’s Day is for thanking 
living veterans for their service, and Memorial 
Day is for honoring the soldiers who’ve died 
in service to our country” 

“The folks in the service are special,” said 
Mike Steiner, 54-year-old Navy veteran and 
Right at Home Northern Lake County own- 
er. “Recognize them. Say hello. Say thank you. 
They appreciate it. If you go up to them and 
say, ‘Thank you for your service,’ you’re going 
to put a smile on their face.”

“I would prefer, if you were interested, to 
be asked questions about my service rather 
than hear you say, ‘Thank you for your ser- 
vice,’ ” 29 -year-old Coast Guard veteran Ja- 
nine Siegal said. 

SALUTING VETERANS 

Saluting is often misrepresented in movies, 
making civilians think that saluting a veteran 
is an appropriate gesture, our veteran sources 
told us. Well, it’s not. 

“The issue with saluting veterans is if you’re 
a civilian, you really shouldn’t be doing it,” Sie- 
gal said. 

“In the military saluting is a part of cer- 
emony and it’s very prescriptive. If you’re not 
in uniform, you can’t salute,” Potter said. “The 
sentiment is important, but sometimes it just 
feels awkward to have someone do it to you.” 

“It’s part of our military drill and ceremony 
and unless it’s a child doing the saluting (cute), 
many of us cringe deep down inside when we 
see awkward improper salutes, especially in 
Hollywood movies,” Serrano said. 

QUESTIONS/GESTURES 
THAT ARE INAPPROPRIATE 

While it’s good to show a level of curiosity 
about a veteran’s service by asking questions 
like “Why did you join the military?”, there 
are many questions and gestures that are in- 
appropriate and can leave a veteran feeling 
uncomfortable and upset. 

“The inevitable questions are, ‘have you 
ever killed anyone?’ ‘How many people have 
you killed?’ Those questions are wildly inap- 
propriate,” Schmit said. ‘Also when civilians 
say ‘I would have joined the military, BUT ...’ 
it’s really irritating and insulting to the people 
who did join.” 

“I had told the guy I was on a date with that 
I was in the military for a little while. Before 
anything happened, he said, ‘So could you 
kill me?’ How do you find it OK to ask that 


question?” Siegal said. “I think there is a stark 
contrast between how female and male veter- 
ans are treated by the general public.” 

“... I’ve had someone ask me if I was raped 
or sexually assaulted in the military They 
are extremely uncomfortable questions that 
some people feel are OK to ask you,” Siegal 
said. “I’ve found that older people are more 
respectful, but I think the younger generation 
has a lack of sensitivity toward those subjects. 

^THANKYOU’ 

ALTERNATIVES 

If you don’t feel that a simple “Thank you for 
your service” is enough, there are many other 
ways that you can show your appreciation for 
veterans. 

“I think the act of reaching out, getting to 
know some vets and welcoming them back 
into the community is a lot more meaningful 
than buying a vet a cup of coffee,” Potter said. 
“There are a lot of Millennials who went off 
to war at 18 and now they have very little in 
common with their peers. Playing a game of 
kickball, volunteering, grabbing a beer and 
creating a real relationship with a vet is a more 
effective way to say thanks, in my opinion.” 

“I would say civilians approaching veterans 
with respectful curiosity goes a long way with 
a lot of people. If you’re interested in hear- 
ing about my time in the military I appreci- 
ate those questions a lot,” Siegal said. “I also 
would like places of employment to consider 
making Veterans Day a mandatory day off, 
so we can all go home and be with the people 
who served.” 

“I think that people can show their appre- 
ciation by contributing to Disabled American 
Veterans or their local VFW {Veterans of 
Foreign Wars},” Schmit said. “It’s always nice 
when someone finds out you’re a veteran and 
shakes your hand.” 

“Visit one of the many activities being host- 
ed by veterans this month. Listen to our stories 
IF we want to tell them. Show us respect by 
not asking intruding questions, such as ‘Have 
you ever killed anyone?’ Treat us like we’re hu- 
man because, after all, we are,” Serrano said. 

VETERAN SUPPORT 
ORGANIZATIONS 

Team Red, White & Blue is an organization 
looking to enrich the lives of America’s veter- 
ans through physical and social activity They 
have a Chicago chapter that holds weekly lo- 
cal events for veterans and community mem- 
bers. Civilians and veterans can join for free, 
and it’s all about being active and getting out 
of your comfort zones. 

“We’re all supporting one another together. 
Where would we be without it? It’s a great net- 
working opportunity and a great group of peo- 
ple looking to inspire one another,” said Mike 
Goranson, Team RWB Chicago chapter direc- 
tor and Marine Corps Purple Heart veteran.

COMMUNITY’S 
POLICE OFFER HELP 
TO HEROIN ADDICTS 
WHO ASK FOR AID

Katelynn Lahman had just fired a shot 
of heroin into her arm when she decided 
to call her hometown’s chief of police. 

Lahman, 20, had been on heroin for 
nine months. She finally decided to seek 
help, she said, but was unable to find a 
place that would take her. 

“{The police chief] was like, ‘What if 
I tell you I can get you into a detox to- 
morrow morning?’ ” Lahman recalled. 
“I said, ‘OK, that’s fine.’ So literally 
8 o’clock in the morning, I go to detox 
because {police} show up.” 

So began this small town’s radical 
reimagining of how police can best 
fight the growing scourge of heroin ad- 
diction. Following a model created in 
Gloucester, Mass., cops in Dixon, 111 ., 
fast-track a user into treatment if he 
or she comes to them asking for help. 
They’ll even dispose of the person’s 
drugs or paraphernalia without pressing 
charges for possession. 

The idea is catching on among de- 
partments in the Chicago area. Rolling 
Meadows police introduced a similar 
program earlier this month, and other 
suburbs plan to roll out their own ver- 
sions soon. 

So far, about two dozen people in 
Dixon and surrounding Lee County 
have taken the offer since late August. 
Police Chief Danny Langloss said that 
the results have been mixed, and that he 
expects many of those who enter treat- 
ment with the help of police to relapse. 

But he said that won’t affect his de- 
partment’s willingness to continue to 
help those in the grip of addiction. 

“They’re a person,” he said. “They 
just need help. And what we’ve done for 
years hasn’t helped.” 

DIXON’S PROBLEM 

The problem in Dixon, a city of 15,000 
about 100 miles west of downtown Chi- 
cago, reached a dreadful peak in Febru- 
ary when three people died of heroin 
overdoses within two weeks. Langloss 
and Lee County Sheriff John Simonton 
decided it was time for law enforce- 



ment to try the approach developed by 
Gloucester police Chief Leonard Cam- 
panello. He announced in May that peo- 
ple who brought their drugs and needles 
to the police station and asked for help 
would immediately be ushered into 
treatment at a local rehab facility 

Since then, Campanello says, 260 
people have gone through the program. 

HOW IS THE PROGRAM 
BEING RECEIVED? 

The idea has spread rapidly on the East 
Coast, but Dixon and Lee County ap- 
pear to be Illinois’ first adopters. 

The offer isn’t open to people who 
have been freshly arrested— the theory 
is that those who seek help on their 
own will be more likely to succeed in 
treatment— and it doesn’t erase any 
warrants or pending charges an addict 
might have. 

Simonton, though, said prosecutors 
are willing to postpone the courtroom 
reckoning until after the person has 
completed treatment. And should the 


person relapse, he said, the 
authorities are happy to lend 
a hand once more. 

“We realized going into 
it that we were not going to 
have that success rate the first 
time through,” he said. “... If 
they still have the drive and 
the willpower, we’ll help them 
through it.” 

WHO PAYS FOR 
THE TREATMENT? 

Neither Dixon nor Lee County pays 
for an addict’s stay in treatment, leav- 
ing that to private insurance, state funds 
or Medicaid. Rehab centers also some- 
times pick up the cost. 

Yet as more departments adopt simi- 
lar programs, Langloss worries that the 
state’s treatment capacity won’t be able 
to meet the demand. 

“There are woeful gaps in funding for 
these individuals, and it does burden cen- 
ters,” said Mary A. Petersen of the Uni- 
tyPoint Health Robert %ung Center 


in Rock Island, which has 
accepted seven patients 
from Dixon. “It’s much 
more cost-effective {to treat 
addicts] than for the govern- 
ment to incarcerate them 
and not treat the cause.” 

IS THE 
PROGRAM 
HELPING? 

It’s too early to gauge how 
Dixon’s program has affected its crime 
rate, or even to predict the long-term 
success of its participants. But Lahman 
said the Police Department’s interven- 
tion has clearly set her on a better, albeit 
bumpy path. 

Her mother, Kathy Ketchum, said 
while there’s still tension around the 
house, her daughter appears to have 
made great strides in her recovery 
“I’m very grateful for this program,” 
she said. “If it weren’t for this, the only 
option I would have had was to wait for 
the phone call to get the pine box.” 



HOW DOES 
IT WORK? 

An addict who comes 
to the police station 
asking for help can turn 
in his or her drugs and 
paraphernalia without 
being charged. Police 
then call volunteers- 
some former drug 
users themselves- 
known as Safe Passage 
guides, and those 
volunteers come to 
the station to help 
explain the program 
and fill out an intake 
form. Once that’s done, 
two volunteers drive 
the addict to one of 
several rehab facilities 
that have agreed to 
give priority to people 
coming from Dixon 
and Lee County. The 
entire process takes 
as little as two hours, 
compared with wait 
times that often last for 
months for uninsured 
people trying to get 
into treatment on their 
own.

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6 excuses to step inside 3 Arts Club Cafe

When’s the last time you found yourself itching to spend an entire day stuck inside a furniture store? I don’t know about 
you, but I get anxiety just standing in the parking lot at Ikea. And no, Swedish meatballs don’t ease that kind of pain. But 
there’s one furniture store I wouldn’t mind being trapped in for a weekend, and if the management invited me to stay for a 
year, I would seriously consider moving in. Inside the loi-year-old Three Arts Club of Chicago building in Gold Coast sits 
Restoration Hardware’s massive new flagship location. Restoration Hardware Gallery 




It’s more than a furniture store, though. 

The 70,ooo-square-foot, six-floor spectacle is 
more like a museum than anything else. The 
furniture, which is arranged in rooms set up 
to look like an actual home, is the art. Even if 
you’re not in the market for a $7,000 sofa, the 
place oozes with inspiration. And when your 
trip is fueled with prosecco and doughnuts, 
can anything really go wrong? Answer: No. 

Perhaps the crown jewel of the building 
is 3 Arts Club Cafe (1300 N. Dearborn St. 
312-475-9116), boastiug a menu from Brendan 
Sodikoff (the same guy who blessed the earth 
with Au Cheval, Bavette’s and Green Street 
Smoked Meats, to name a few). There, under 
a dome of glass and the biggest chandelier I’ve 
ever seen, you can sip coffee and munch on 
Doughnut Vault treats while contemplating 
what you’d do with an unlimited budget in 
Restoration Hardware. Or something like that. 

The menu goes deeper than morning 
snacks, offering dishes such as burrata with 
slow-roasted tomatoes and garlic bread 
($16), grilled cheese with truffle butter ($12) 
and a banana split with salted caramel ($12). 
Of course, what would a Sodikoff menu be 
without a burger? The RH burger is topped 
with American cheese, pickles, onions and 


dijonnaise ($14). If you prefer to drink your 
calories, cold-pressed juices, lattes, tea 
service and a wine and beer menu are also 
available. 

Truth be told, I don’t know if I’ve ever been 
inside a more magical space. Even if the food 
was mediocre (which it most certainly was 
not), I would still find a reason to venture 
back a few times a year. Sometimes, though, 
you need a bit more encouragement to waltz 
into a place like Restoration Hardware Gal- 
lery and 3 Arts Club Cafe. Especially if you’re 
not buying furniture. Here are six excuses to 
get your foot in the door. 

1. A celebration. Any celebration: Your best 
friend is turning 30? Someone got engaged? 
Your sister dumped her terrible boyfriend? 
Sounds like a good reason to order a bottle of 
prosecco ($48) and warm housemade choco- 
late chip cookies ($6). Aay for everyone. 

2. A meeting. Any meeting: Whether you’re 
trying to impress a client or checking in with 
your boss, the space alone will drop jaws. With 
a menu that serves both breakfast and lunch, 
you’ll want to get there early to grab a table 
and hang out there the rest of the day 


3. Curing a hangover: A heavy dose of sun- 
light, the babbling sound of a nearby fountain, 
an iced coffee on draft ($4) and a side of 
Hogsalt bacon ($6) should be able to cure just 
about anything you did on Saturday night. 
Dignity not included. 

4. Meeting a Tinder date: Perhaps the tough- 
est part of planning to meet up with someone 
you met online is figuring out where to go. 
Dinner in the West Loop seems too formal. 

A dive bar seems too ... divey Beers and an ad- 
venture up to the rooftop space at Restoration 
Hardware Gallery? Now you’re talking. 

5. Entertaining Mom and Dad: Your parents 
have seen the Bean, trekked around Millen- 
nium Park and eaten at Lou Malnati’s. Don’t 
make them do it again. Moms and dads love 
brunch, so send them off with daily dough- 
nuts from Doughnut Vault, toast and jam ($4) 
and an RH scramble with avocado, creme 
fraiche and chives ($8). 

6. Caffeine fix: Order a drip coffee ($2.50), 
wander around snapping photos of gorgeous 
furniture in gorgeous rooms, Instagram said 
photos with clever captions, repeat.
